Itis obferved of the people of Ifrael when Pharoah did 
increafe their bondage, the Scripture tels us that the 
ipeople faw thae they were inan ill cafe; fo when we 
underftand whatacondition weare inunder this bon- 
idage, we may conclude that verily man isin an ill cafe 
Iby mature, Secondly, And afecond Conclufion may 
be drawn hence.

Firft, For the Rules, that we may obfervethem a- 
right in coming to Chrift, and cometo Chrift ina right 
way, I fpeakto thofe whofe Hearts are about coming to 
Jefus Chrift, their hearts are ftirring after Chrift, and 
they are fetting upon all rhe means to come tu him. | 


RULE I. 


Firht, Though God requires that thou fhouldeft feck 
Chrift in all his ordinances, in the performance of all 
Duties, yet i¢ muft be thy great care nocto reft in the 
means that lead to Chrift, before thou comeft ro enjoy 
Chrift himfelf. This isthe great miftake inthe world, 
that thofe things that are the means ¢o lead to Chrift, 
they reftin, though indeed chey have noc Chrift. . As

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now forinftance: to come to hear the word, I fuppofe 
iffaske you, why youcome, you-willfay, you come 
that you might find Chriftthere, yet how many people 
reft in this meerly, chat they do hear the word, they 
hear Sermons,and fcarce ever cal this into queftion,bave 
I met with Jefus Chrift inthe word to day, hive I found 
| Jefus Chrift there, this cheic Hearts are not fo mach 
troubled about, but they come meerly co hear the word, 
it’sa good thing, Burnowthey Reftin the means, that 
lead co Chrift before they are gorchither. As if aman 
were a going ajourney co fach a place abour fach bafi- 
neis, and he fatisfies himfelfincthis, Iam going on my 
way, but have I got che thing Igofor?

him fpeaktous. Wewouldaccountita very ill thing, 
if a Servant be in the houfe, snd we muft noe only’ wait
